O c cu p a tio n T a x 


T here was a happy ending at the Lincoln city 
hall to the long agitation for levy ing an occupation 
tax upon the Gas company as provided for under 
an ordinance read for the first tim e M onday after­ 


noon. 
The tax was fixed at I per cent and as a reve­ 
nue m easure will not add a great deal to the city ’s 
coffers. 
But R. A. Phillips, the head of the Gag 
company , indicated there would be no attem pt on 
the part of the institution to contest the tax so 
that apparently the city officials w ere able to reach 
common agreem ent w ith the m em bers of the com­ 
pany . T hat is not so im portant ag another m atter. 
The general levy was increased, and tile city seems 
to be constantly in need of m ore m oney despite 
glowing reports of huge surpluses. 
U nder m ount­ 
ing levy ing costs it is tim e for city governm ent, 
along w ith all other political sub-divisions, to be­ 
gin giving thought to cutting down expenditures 
instead of increasing them . 
The city ’s appetite for tax revenues under the 
present regim e seems to be insatiable. 


Out it* th e O p en 


Some day an Am erican congress will pass 
legislation providing all of it* m em bers shall pub­ 
licly reveal hi* or her annual income and from 
w hat sources derived. 
Idaho’* Senator Tay lor brought the subject to 
the attention of hi* colleagues in three attem pts to 
procure legislation. 
Then near the close of the 
79th congress, Oregon’s W ay ne Morse, republican, 
introduced a bill which would require all senators 
to m ake an annual report on their total income, 
regardless of source; and also to report their deal­ 
ings in securities, if any . 
It takeg no rem arkable ear to hear the scream s 
of pain 1,500 miles from the banks of the Potom ac 
on this violation of privacy , but basically there is 
nothing wrong w ith the public know ing the source 
of income of those who serve it. 
The fact that a 
m em ber of congress may own a sm all block of 
stock in some corporation does not m ean neces­ 
sarily he will oppose legislation that the corpora­ 
tion itself m ight be against. 
It does not m ean that 
his holdings in any way y ecessarily may influence 
his votes and his utterances. 
But in recent m onths 
attention has been directed to the self-interest of 
certain m em bers of congress in pending legislation, 
and if there is a self-interest, the public does have j 
a right to know about it. 
The man who aspires to congress asks for a job ' 
that suggests its occupant seek residency in a glass 
house. 
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Go o d Fo r T h e Da iry 
In W ashington a spokesm an for the N ational 
Dairy association told the price de-control board 
that term ination of the OPA had been good for the 
dairy interests. If it w ere possible to create the 
dairy industry in a day or 
a m onth, the statem ent 
could go unchallenged. But the full story has not 
been w ritten. A lot of good dairy m en have found 
the going tough at different tim es in their lives 
when the prices of dairy products dropped to ruin­ 
ous levels. A lot of men have gone out of the dairy 
business in tim es of trouble. It doesn’t require a 
great deal of ability w hen the m arket is faced with 
shortages to m ake a success in a y ear of uncurbed 
prices. But that is not the test of Am erican dairy ­ 
men, and even if their spokesm an did not know it, 
they do. I ’hey w ork long and hard and they know 
that wfien the m arket is glutted w ith crushing su r­ 
pluses, they are in for a headache. 


Jo h n so n 's Decisio n 
Of special interest to N ebraskans was the an­ 
nouncem ent by Senator Edwin C. Johnson, chair­ 
m an of the senate m ilitary affairs com m ittee that 
he would not be a candidate for re-election two 
y ears hence. 
His decision, Senator Johnson indi­ 
cated, was irrevocable. 
A native N ebraskan, a 
student at the U niversity of N ebraska, a football 
m an, his ties have been and rem ain close to the 
state. 
In W ashington there was 
a touch of the 
rebel in Senator Johnson, a dem ocrat. But there is 
no particular reason why he should not assert his 
independence, unless in his case, as in other cases, 
he gained his seat on a platform supporting the 
adm inistration. 


N eb ra ska C o m eb a ck 
A recent dispatch from Stella, in the heart of 
the com m ercial fruit industry of the loess hills 
section of Southeast Nebraska, reveals that the ap­ 
ple trees there again are beginning to show profit. 
It was not a lack of m arkets (there’s a huge de­ 
mand for N ebraska-grow n Jonathans, and Grime* 
Golden and other varieties produced there) or un­ 
satisfactory prices that produced a long hungry 
period for the apple growers. 
It was the nearly 
forgotten Arm istice Day blizzard of 1940 which 
wiped out most of the orchards of Southeast Ne­ 
braska and entailed losses running into the hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 
It takes about six 
y ears before a tree comes into bearing—and eight 
or nine y ears before the y oung tree produces the 


Gla d d en ed b y fa rced 
H. G errish Sm ith is president of the Shipbuild­ 
ers Council of Am erica, and as such he has pro­ 
tested against a recom m endation by President T ru ­ 
m an that plans for building the first two of five 
proposed super-passenger liners be held in abey ­ 
ance for the tim e being. 
However, the recom m endation is approved by

The protest of Mr. Sm ith is not at all surpris­ 
ing, for it follows the pattern of conduct being 
pursued by all too m any A m ericans during this 
hectic period. 
A calm review of the history of the 
United States leads one to conclude that never be­ 
fore have so m any perm itted selfishness and greed 
to stifle the voice of Justice and render them ob­ 
livious of the rights of others. 
Right now the 
greatest need in this country is homes for m illions; 
y et these ship builders, for the purpose of still 
further feathering their richly -upholstered nests, 
would grab the m aterials necessary for the con­ 
struction of homes and use them in building lux­ 
urious floating palaces. 
Those who crave stateroom s on luxury liners 
w ill be required to w ait until we can build a few 
thousand houses for the fellows who for a num ber 
of m onths took their rest in foxholes or other 
equally undesirable nests.

To Lincoln Sunday came a grizzly , inspired 
hero of W orld w ar II—G eneral Jonathan W ain­ 
w right, to address the Legionnaires. 
The re­ 
porters gathered around G eneral W ainw right. He 
is of the stuff that kindles the interest of new s­ 
paperm en. They plied him w ith questions. 
And 
among those questions tossed to G eneral W ain­ 
w right by the gentlem en of the press, apparent­ 
ly one related to Am erican policy in connection 
w ith the United States m ilitary forces in China. 
If G eneral W ainw right was quoted correctly by 
the Nebraska new spapers, it is the judgm ent of 
this hard-bitten, seajoned m ilitary m an that 
Uncle Sam should take him self out of China. 
It 
is not a m atter that exactly concerns G eneral 
W ainw right. He is not form ing Am erican foreign 
policy —he is not even charged w ith any re­ 
sponsibility in the developm ent of American 
foreign policy —undoubtedly except for the fact 
that he was questioned, this fine upstanding 
soldier would have expressed no opinion upon 
A m erica’s position in China.
